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The Allies’ Pressure. 


The general attack yesterday by the 
British Third and Fourth Armies along 
the whole front between Cambrai and St. 
Quentin contains enormous possibilities. 
On the whole of this front of some twenty 
miles the defences of the Hindenburg Line 
had been already completely conquered. 
Yesterday our troops had to make their 
way during the night through what re- 
mains of its elaborate trench system in 
order to reach their assembly positions 
east of the Hindenburg Line. from 
which the assault started. They had 
confronting them only such improvised 
defences as the enemy may have been able 
hastily to construct since the Hindenburg 
positions began to be penetrated. In these 
circumstances the Germans must have been 
compelled to hold their line with a great 
density of men. That in itself is a fact 
of importance at this stage, for the 
whole German policy has been directed, 
wherever possible, to reliance upon defen- 
sive works and machinery in order to 
relieve the acute and growing strain of man- 
power. These heavy concentrations of men 
have a cumulative effect whose full signi- 
ficance will not appear until a later stage. 
The stretch of open front between Cambrai 
and St. Quentin is one upon which the 
Germans must at all costs fiercely dispute 
the Allies’ advance. Behind it lies Le 
Cateau, from which the British outposts 
are now some ten miles distant, and the 
upper valleys of the Oise and Sambre, his- 
torically the central highway of invasion 
and retreat in Northern France. North of 
it stands the salient surrounding Douai 
and Lille, and south of it the great Laon- 
La Fére salient, from which the enemy 
have still to extricate their forces. The 
progress of the wedge driven into the open 
country between Cambrai and St. Quentin 
is full of menace for them. 

Yesterday's attack carried the wedge 
forward an average distance of three miles, 
despite the fact that the Germans threw in 
fresh divisions to resist it; and it achieved 
the capture of large numbers of prisoners 
and guns. Sir Douglas Haig reports that 
“progress continues on the whole front.” 
The further progress of the attack must 
react powerfully upon the German front 
to the north and south. Its effect will 
probably be felt less to the north, where 
the flank of the German salient around 
Dousi and Lille is to some extent pro- 
tected by the line of the Scheldt. The 
British Second - Army, however, hangs 
threateningly on the northern flank of 
this salient at the crossings of the Lys 
north of Lille, and the enemy’s tenure 
of Douai and Lille cannot be much further 
prolonged without serious risk, The effect 
of the advance between Cambrai and St. 
Quentin towards Le Cateau upon the Laon- 
La Fére salient to the south must be pro- 
found. This advance is beginning to 
menace acutely the communications of the 
salient which run north-east from La Fére 
apon the valley of the Oise, and yesterday 
General Gouraud developed a new attack 
in Western Champagne which increases 
the threat to its communications east from 
Laon. It has become a question, indeed,

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salient should rely in part on the railway 
system which ies the front in Cham- 
pagnefrom Lorraine. It is at this moment, 


the east bank that directly threatens the 
vital junction of Longuyon on which all 
this system depends. 

There is, in short, every prospect that 


an entirely different light from that in 
which they were revealed at the end of 
last week. With that peace offer Ger- 
many s allies associated themselves. These 
allies also are in difficulties the extent of 
which is only beginning to appear, A 
very grave situation is developing for 
Austria in the Balkans in consequence of 
Buigaria’8 surrender. The Serbian Army 
is advancing steadily on Nish, and has 
met and defeated Austrian reinforcements 
hurriedly drawn from the Italian front. 
Once Nish is occupied the Austrians can 
have small hope of preventing the Allies 
from re-establishing an offensive: front 
against them along the Danube and on 
the Bosnian frontier. General Franchet 
d’Esperey is reported to have said that, 
aiter the successful completion of the 
operations against Bulgaria, “we shall 
continue against Austria with the same 
energy, and let us hope with the same 
success, in the general direction of Buda- 
pest." Turkey is already in a far worse 
military position than was Bulgaria when 
that country decided to surrender un- 
conditionally. The French occupation of 
the important Syrian Beirut 
knocks another nail in the coffin of her 
Empire. It is understood that Turkey has 
been induced to defer separate negotiation 
with the Allies only in order to see 
whether the joint peace offer of the enemy 
confederacy produces any practical re- 
sults. If there is truth in the report that 
the Turkish Cabinet has fallen, it would 
appear that she is unable, or unwilling, 
to wait upon these results. The disappear- 
ance of Enver Pasha and his associates was 
the necessary preliminary to a separate 
overture from Turkey. She must, of 
course, recognise that her military posi- 
tion makes it preposterous for her to seek 
peace on any other terms than those on 
which it was accorded to Bulgaria—uncon- 
ditional surrender.

Britain in Palestine. 

Palestine has been swept clear of the 
Turk, but few of us have begun to realise 
the full significance of General Allenby’s 
feat of arms. We still think of it chiefly 
in terms of the war and of the Scriptures. 
As an achievement of war it has helped to 
shatter Germany’s dream of dominion in 
the East, has smashed the Quadruple 
Alliance, and has sounded the death-knell 
of the Ottoman Empire. As a campaign 
which was set in the most sacred places of 
history it has made a vivid appeal to all 
Christians—to the “nominal” as well as 
to the devout. The panorama of Gaza 
and Ashdod, of Shechem and Nazareth 
and Armageddon; the accounts of the 
Jordan crossed by British troops; the tale 
of fighting on the road from Jericho to 
Jerusalem—all these revivals of storied 
names have recalled the subtlest associa- 
tions of youth and have sent the most 
hardened “men of the world ” back to 
their Bibles. Yet the significance of the 
fact that British soldiers are now watering 
their horses— 


“on the fertile banks 
Of Abbana and Pharphar, lucid streams,” 


is not exhausted when we have reviewed 
its military, its Scriptural, and its literary 
aspects. This further consideration re- 
mains—that Sir Edward Allenby has 
brought peace and progress to the mother- 
land of our Faith. At long last the Christian 
world is beginning to pay its debt to Pales- 
tine. Britain is sweeping and garnishing 
that ancient land, and the Turk will never 
go back to it with another devil worse than 
himself. We are doing for Palestine to- 
day what we did for Egypt more than a 
generation ago, and are doing it with a 
most wonderful thoroughness and speed. 
The new railway from Cairo to Jerusalem 
has carried in its train law, order, jus- 
tice, education, cleanliness, and decency. 
Already dirt-diseases which have ravaged 
the country since they were mentioned in 
Leviticus are yielding to the methods of 
western hygiene; soon they will have 
vanished. For uncounted centuries the 
people of Jerusalem stored the winter 
rains in cisterns, and lived through the 
hot summers on that germ-lader supply. 
The British Royal Engineer came, saw, 
was horrified, and did in two months what 
the Turks had not tried to do during four 
hundred years. He tapped clean mountain 
springs and laid a pipe-line. To-day every 
inhabitant of Jerusalem drinks pure water 
and the consumption has increased ten- 
fold in a few weeks. The city has been 
cleansed of its vast accumulations of filth 
and decay. Throughout Palestine British 
experts are investigating the agricultural 
situation, the fiscal question, the question 
of public security, and the complicated 
matter of pious foundations. Civil courts 
of justice have been established. There 
will be a court of appeal at Jerusalem, 
and a court will go on circuit, British 
officers, with legal experience and know- 
ledge of Arabic, will take the place of the 
cadi who, since the days of Haroun Al 
Raschid, had enforced his whims with the 
bastinado and justified his extortions with 
a jest. The foundation-stone of the 
Hebrew University at Jerusalem was laid 
more than two months ago. Similar work 
is being dome in Mesopotamia, where 
already great schemes of irrigation have 
won from large areas a bounteous promise 
of the return of their ancient wealth. In 
both countries the reforms are being made 
with the enthusiastic support of the native 
populations, While Germany is devastat- 
ing France and Belgium, Britain has come 
to the Near and Middle East as a re- 
deemer and a friend. Once more, in this 
latter end of time, we have an example of 
the genius and justice of the Paz 
Britannica. We cannot doubt that it will 
continue to control the destinies of these 
ancient lands which it has rescued from 
‘Turkish tyrauny and from the menace of

DUBLIN COAL SUPPLY. 


NEW PRICES FIXED. 
A meeting of the Corporation Coal Prices | 
Committee was held yesterday, the Lord Mayor | 
residing. Also present:—Alderman Byrne, 
MP. the High Sheriff, Mr. P. T. Daly, Mr. 
ohn Ryan, and the representatives of the coal 
merchants. 
The following cash prices for coal were fixed :— | 
Best quality ............... 578. 6d. per ton. | 


Second quality ............ 568. 6d. per ton. 
Standard coal 53s. 6d. per ton, 

In cases of book orders an addition of 1s. per 
ton is allowed, and also in cases of the pur- | 
chases of quantities less than a ton. | 

The price to be charged by bellmen for | 
standard coal is fixed at 3s. 10d. per bag of | 
lá cwt. within the old city boundary, and | 
3s. 11d. per bag in the portion of the city out- 
side the old boundary. 

Bellmen are to be compelled to carry bells on 
the horses’ collars; and have on their cars 
notices clearly displaying the prices fixed. They 
may not deliver more than two bags of coal 
per week io any one customer. 

The price of standard coal sold by hucksters 
is to be 5d. per stone, hucksters being compelled 
to display the prices prominently in their shops. 

The Committee adopted the following reso- 
lution :— 

That this Committee, having before them the 
figures of the imports of coal to Dublin covering | 
the period from ist June to 30th September, 1917, | 
are of opinion that it will be impossible to carry | 
on the industries of the district and supply reason- | 
able quantities to consumers. They, therefore, 
submit that it is urgently necessary for the Coal 
Controller to provide largely increased supplies, in | 
keeping with the amount of coal each district can 
claim on the busis of fair distribution on whatever | 
amount of coal is being raised. 


SHORTAGE IN PORTADOWN. 
A suggestion having been made at a meeting | 
of the Portadown Council yesterday that the | 
Council should fix the price of coal, the Chair- | 
man said the difficulty was to get coal to the | 
town at any price. If a person ordered a ton, | 
all he could t was 5 cwt., perhaps several | 
days afterwards. Mr. Thornton eaid that, if the | 
supply was so short, the Control should take the | 
matter up with the Coal Controller. The ques- 
tion of fixing the price of coal was referred to a | 
committee for consideration. 
SERIOUS SHORTAGE IN GREAT BRITAIN. | 
It is stated that the coal shortage in Great 
Britain is far more seriotis than at any time 
since August, 1914. Two months ago the situa- 
tion was acute, to-day it is more than acute. 
Stocks of coal Eoin. as the country are far 
lower than they were then, whereas at this 
period of the year they should be at their 
highest. Munition works in various parts of the 
country are short of coal, and some are closing 
down for one day a week. The only ground for 
satisfaction is that there are signs that miners. 
coal owners, and managers in many districts 
are realising the seriousness of the position..

At the same time the 
attack continues in the Argonne by the 
Franco-American troops, and Ludendorff 
must be somewhat worried by this morn- 
ing’s development. The moment is fast 
approaching when Marshal Foch will be 
in a —— to reap the harvest brought 
him by all the recent fighting on the 
western front, and, when it comes, we may 
look for startling developments. 

The Pall Mall Gazette to-day points out 
that “there is one episode in the career 
of Prince Max of Baden which those who 
regard him as a man of peace may be in- 
vited to recall. In 1915 he undertook a 
mission to Stockholm to discuss certain 
questions connected with the Red Cross. 
It sounded well, bug under the cloak of 
that mission Prince Max also carried a 
message from the Kaiser to the King of 
Sweden inviting him to attack Russia. 
He went on that errand simultaneously 
with the Duke of Mecklenburg’s similar 
diplomatic excursion to Sofia, and this is 
the moment to remember it.” 

The capture of Beyrout is a great 
achievement by the French, The situa- 
ytion of the town did not lend itself to 


any prolonged defence, and it is quite | 


possible that the Turks had very few men 
to defend it against the French naval 
forces. Beyrout has a harbour con- 
structed by a French company in 1898, 
but its roadstead and quays are somewhat 
poor, though the place will s@ve as a most 
valuable means of communication for the 
Allied Army via Royak, another place 
taken in the advance by General Allenby 
from Damascus. 
the most westernised towns in the Turkish 
Empire, for it possesses many modern 
buildings and has trams, while gas and 
water are Jaid on, and other improve- 
ents generally unknown in the East are 
in common use. Sixty per cent. of its 
population are Christians. Beyront is the 
most wealthy and important commercial 
centre in Syria. It has suffered grievously 
since the war began, and the Christian 
population has been subjected to a reign 
of terror.

Mr, R. A. Anderson, Secretary of the Irish 
Agricultural Organisation Society:— 
EAR Siz,—In response to your public invita- 
tion for improving the milk supply, as a milk 
vendor for a number of years, and presently 
contractor to His Majesty's t in Dublin, 
the military hospitals, and several other public 
institutions, also being the supplier td'a number 
‘of shops in the poorer districts of the city, I 
‘Rave Slways found (particularly of latter years) 
that the greatest drawback im getting a 
plenteous supply of milk from the country is 
the absolutely unbusiness-like manner t 
various railway companies have of dealing with 
milk-cans. 
When we receive milk-cans full, we gign for 
them and take ail responsibility. This is as it 
\should be, but, when returning empty cams, we 
are compelled to leave them in open spaces 
practical outside railway companies’ pre- 
mises. e get no official receipt for them, and 
they are at the mercy of everyone. The rail- 
way officials may send them if they have room 
in a train; they may not go for a day or two; 
or anyone may drive up and take them away. 
I have known this to be done. Cans are very 
often taken to wrong stations, sent hopelessi 
astray, and no trace ever got of them, and, 
while this is going on, the senders in the 
country—creameries and others, with milk 
ready prepared—are waiting for those cans, and 
their failure to turn up at proper time, or at 
all, is the cause of serious financial loss by 
reason of sour milk left on their hands. 
Several milk-prodiicers have given. up the 
trade owing to these causes, as sending often 
several miles, three or four times a day, to

The journey to Paris by aeroplane just 
made by Mr. Bonar Law is not his first 
flight to France, for he has crossed the 
Channel several times in the same manner. 
Some eighteen months ago he proposed 
that he should go to Paris by aeroplane, 
and the idea was rather objected to, but 
the Chancellor insisted. The flight saves 
some seventy-five per cent. of the time 
usually occupied in the journey. Mr, 
Law travelled under the charge of an ex- 
perienced pilot, and the machine was one 
of the fastest employed. 

The “Feed the Guns”’ campaign in 
Trafalgar square, after a úill opening 
day, made a good start this morning. A 
long queue was formed early, and the 
authorities realised that it was necessary 
to provide more turnstiles to facilitate ad- 
mission. Two and a half millions of 
money were taken yesterday, and it was 
expected that that sum would be exceeded 
to-day, as some of the big guns started on 
a tour to the big business houses to collect 
sums .exceeding fifty thousand pounds. 
To add to the realism of the scene in the 
square Verey lights were sent up to-night 
and shed illumination on a striking 
spectacle. 

There will be little surprise that the use 


i of a certain percentage of potatoes in the 
i manufacture of bread is to be made com- 


pulsory. This necessary economy has 
only awaited the right season of the year, 
and the provision of necessary plant for 
the treatment of potatoes. Nor is there 
reason to fear that the quality of the 
bread will suffer. Three direct advan- 
tages will accrue from the lessened use of 
cereals. The bread subsidy will be re- 
duced, one hundred thousand tons of ship- 
ping will be. put at the disposal of the 
American Army, snd a very considerable 
rise will be saved in dollar credits. 

The question of improving our canal 
and inland waterway system occupied 
the attention of the whole of to-day’s 
sitting at Westminster of Mr. Wilson 
Fox’s Select Committee on Transport Re- 
form, Evidence was given by Sir Maurice 
Fitzmaurice, the eminent engineer, who is 


now the head of the body advising the 


Board of Trade on canals and waterways. 
The report of the sub-committee which 
visited Ireland has not been presented. 
When it is, it will probably be found to 
be a most valuable home Biscá to the 
solution oí the problem of facilitating the 
transport of trans-Atlantic and Irish traffic 
across Ireland and the Irish Sea and St. 
George's Channel to ports on the west 
coast of Great Britain. Opinion appears 
to be that the construction of a tunnel 
between Ireland and Scotland is im- 
practicable, and that the most feasible 
project is a system of train ferry services.

Protest Against Irish Export. 

An extremely difficult situation has been 
brought about in the English Midland feeding 
centres by the excessive supplies of fat catile 
and sheep, which the authorities are unable to 
cope with owing to insufficient cold storage 
being available. This state of affairs has 
caused the utmost di isfaction, and the 
following protest of the Leicestershire Fagmers’ 
Union was telegraphed to the Prime Minister— 
“ Consternation ge Leicestershire 
graziers. Fat cattle are wasting on the 
cold lands, where there is nothing to feed chess 
on. Authorities will not allow them to be sold 
or killed. Irish fat cattle are being brought 
over by thousands. If these were stopped, Eng- 
lish eattle could be dealt with. Prompt action 
is urged.” i

Let the railway com- 
panies put a man (or two, if necessary) to re- 
ceive all milk-cans, charge a small fee for book- 
ing same, give a receipt therefor, and, when 
those cans reach their destination, those {to 
whom they are consigned should also be made 
By this means ill parties would 
have a check, such as applies to any other 
merchandise, and would@yby reason of this 
security, encourage producers and vendors to 
increase. their trade, and command efficient 
service from the railway companies’ officials, 


to sign for them. 


Some twelve moriths since a point similar to 
this was.raised, and the remedy then suggested 
Vax thet wooden, tin, or brass labels should be 
attached to all milk-cans. At considerable ex- 
pense we provkied brass labels, but inside a 
month those were all practically stolen, de- 
stroyed, or damaged, which brings us back. to 
tue conclusion that the only remedy is the one 
we suggest—that of fixing reaponsibilite in the 
viz., the railway companies.

Mr. Hall read a resolution passed by the 
Association protesting against the restrictions, 
which compelled members to sell their cows at 
a price far below those obtainable for similar 
cattle produced as stores or beef. The members

denied that the shortage of milk in Ireland 
arose from any lack of dairy cows, but was 
caused by an inadequacy of feeding stuffs.

Sir Thomas Russell said that from reading 
the remarks of public men in the newspapers 
it would seem that the Department were 
blundering by instinct, and doing wrong by al: 

I? no 
licences were issued what would happen—where 
would they get milch cows next year? 

Mr. T. P. Gill stated that the number of 
licences would vary if cireumstances indicated 
that @ greater proportion might be allowed out. 
They could not strike any bargain now as be- 
tween 25 per cent. and 50 per cent. 

Sir Thomas Russell said that the Corporation, 
which took an interest in the supply of milk. 
seemed to think that the Department was con- 
niving at the export of milch cows. They must 
allow some trade of this kind or the trade 
ceased to exist. The Department were not, 
as some people imagined, making sham Orders. 
A certain amount of licence was. essential with 
a view to fucure production They dire not 
shut down «il export, but they would keep it 
within what they considered to be reasonable 
lIynits. The only qnestion. between tien, was 
whether 25 per cent. or 50 per cent. should be 
allowed, and the Department would consider 
their views.

Reuter’s Agency has received the following 
from a Belgian official source i—The Belgian 
Government have for some weeks been consider- 
ing with the Allied Governments what measures 
should be taken with regard to the systematic 
pillage and destruetion practised by the enemy 
in the territory he is forced to evacuate, Since 
the beginning of this war the Belgians have 
been exposed to the ravages of the German 
Army. At this moment, when the new German 
Chancellor is proclaiming his desire for the hap- 
piness of all peoples and his determination to 
work for the Ahliseadaal of humanity, the 
Belgian Government have received fresh news 
of the excesses of the German Army in Bel- 
gium, from the coast to Bruges. All male 
are dragged from their 
homes and brutally forced to perform military 
work. The whole of the world will ery for ven- 
geance if the German Army, in leaving Belgian 
soil, is allowed to renew with redoubled cruelty 
the excesses of the invasion, and if it consum- 
mates the ruin of the country by pillage, fire, 
and deportations of the population en masse. 

Reuter’s Agency learns that, according to 
news received in Belgian official quarters, all 
the male population of the Flemish coast is 
being sent away by the Germans. From Heyst, 
Blankenberg, Oostkerke, and the vicinity they 
have already been deported, and from Bruges, 
Knocke, and Westkapelle many have been 
taken. The men, however, are not down- 
hearted, and march off singing patriotic songs. 
One party of 600 who tried to escape were 
stopped by a patrol. The men were harnessed 
to carts ladeh with loot, while the horses and 
oxen were placed at the end of the column. 
At Moerkerke peasants were compelled to hand 
over all their cattle. A few fugitives have guc- 
ceeded in crossing the frontier. One had to 
abandon all his cattle and horses, worth £3,000. 

Under Monday's date Reuter’s Amsterdam 
Correspondent writes :-—The evacuation of the 
Belgian coastel region continues, gays the 
Telegraaf Frontier Corres ondent.

AN ARMY AT BAY.

GERMANS FIGHTING WITH 
DESPERATE ENERGY. 


Writing on Monday night, the Press Associa- 
tion’s Special Correspondent with the French 
Army, says :— 

The Germans have turned to bay from the 
north bank of the Suippe, and have been 
counter-attacking ail day with desperate energy 
in order to prevent the French from crossing the 
river. Thev have attacked in strong force on 
the line between Pontavert and Berry-au-Bac, 
throwing big units into action on a front of two 
miles. If the French succeed in establishing 
themselves on the north bank of the Aisne in 
this region they turn at once not only the 
German line on the Suigpe but their next line 
of resistance. Hence their determination to 
keep us south of the Aisne. 

In spite of the vigour of the enemy's resist- 
ance, the Aisne has been crossed at Berry-au- 
Bac. The whole of the village on the north 
bank is in our hands, and our line has made 
some progress beyond it. 

On the Suippe we have 
and hold the letdechead of the northern bank 
at Aumenancourt and opposite St. Maemes, 
close to Bétheniville, where our troops have 
been furiously counter-attacked by the enemy. 

Fighting was again very severe on the right 
wing of the battlefield along the Arnes. It is 
comprehensible that the Germans wish to make 
the reception of their armistice and peace pro- 
posals coincide with a sudden stiffening of re- 
sistance in Champagne and in the north, and 
that progress will, consequently, be slower in 
the next few days. 

On the other hand, the Germans may simply 
be holding up our advance in order to com- 
plete their preparations for the next stage of 
their retreat, as they did in August during the 
retreat from the Marne.

THE SQUADRON-COMMANDER’S OFFICE, 

The office of a squadron nder on this 
front is commonly a fair-sized room in a low, 
neat hut; a desk, a chair or so, and generally 
a dog, complete its furniture. The maps are 
tacked to the wooden walls; and before these 
the helmeted, muffled lads who were to fly 
over unknown, invisible land, received their brief 
instructions. ‘‘ Here’s your target—seeP And 
if you can’t get there, drop your bombs here!

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BISHOP OF OSSORY AND 
‘THE WAR. 


SOME PEACE- TIME PROBLEMS. 


The annual meeting of the Ossory Diocesan 
Synod was held in the Chapter House, St. 
Canice’s Cathedral, Kilkenny, yesterday at 12.30 
pm. The Right Rev. Dr. Gregg, Bishop of 
Ossory, presided, and there was a large at- 
tendance of clerical and lay Synodsmen. 

The President, in the course of his address. 
referred to the deaths of Captain Tighe and Mr. 
H. C.G , and, continuing, eaid—It is im- 
possible for us not to feel elated at the recent 
course of events in connection with the war. 
| The liberation of constantly extending tracts of 
j country in Belgium, France, and Serbia, which 
have groaned under the pressure of enemy oe- 
cupation; the delivery of Palestine and part of 
| Svria and Mesopotamia from the age-long 
| domination of the. Turk—these are symbols 
of the approach‘ng release of mankind. from the 
nightmare of a world war. But let us not 
think that the end of the war means the end 
of our burdens. [i has meant an enormous 
moral strain upon the nations concerned to 
i keep the war going, but as,scon as the guns 
| cease firing a much greater moral test awaits 
us all. For then the question will have to come 
up for decision: ' To we desire to go back to 
the old world of 1914, or do we want to inaugu- 
rate a new werld?” One of the worst dangers 
that awaits us ie thaí of sheer fatigue. All who 
have been at the herd of affairs will be tired 
out: they have nerved themselves to carry on 
till Germenr is defeated, but will. they—shall 
we—have the neccssery energy left to handle 
with firmness and s4lf-control the complex ques- 
tions that go to mak: up what we call the 
settlement or the peace”

Not in so many 
words, but in effect he demands that the dis- 
cussion be ruled not by the cynical precepts of 
| diplomacy, but by the principles ot the 
“Sermon on the Mount.” He asks the other 
members of the Allianee to note what he says 
and to inform mm if their principles and his 
diverge. It is a most remarkable utterance— 
more like what we should attribute to a voice 
| crying in the wilderness than to the man who 
spent two patient years in educating an 
apathetic America in its duty to take up arms; 
and the conviction of the speaker, and his per- 
sonal prestige, and the right thot his country 
has won to snenk, make us ask if we can en- 
dure this hard saving For when he becomes 
more explicit, he lavs it down that in the peace 
setticmen: there must be no. discrimination 
against any nation, and. again, there must be 
no favour shown to any special nation or group 
of nations. There must be no economic boy- 
cott, such as is already in. contemplation, and 
there must be n> more secret treaties, nor 
smaller leagues within that werld-wide League 
of Nations that he cails for as the sole guaran- 
| tee of the peace. Tt is a manifesto that means 
| nothing less than a revolution in international 
behaviour, and it would be well that we, who 
belong to one of those countries which we be- 
| lieve to be about to win the war on its mi! litary 
| side, should digest it with the utmost delibera- 
tion. President Wilson’s chief postulate is a 
defeated Germany: he knows full well that 
nothing that men can do will teach Germany 
| the error of its creed and conduct save utter 
defeat. But granted defeat, complete and ac- 
knowledged, sre reidy to give Germany a 
chance to redeem its character and to tread a 
different path? Are we ready for a just peace, 
or do we propose, not merely to crush its body, 
but to humiliate and sour its soul? If the 
latter, why, then, we are simply laying down 
the seeds of the old trouble anew, and Germany 
will nurse, for a hand ‘ed years if need be, the 
malignant spirit of rérancrhe begotten in it by 
the vindjctiveness of its conquerors. The ques- 
tron in short is this: In the hour of victory will 
the c nquerors of Germany dare to conquer 
themselves?

The 
stupendous struggle in this, the fifth year of 
ihe world-wide war goes on still, with all its 
attendant horrors. fe brightmess of many a 
home and family is quenched by the death oi 
those. of whom high hopes were entertained, 
and yet, with all the sorrows, there is a halo 
of splendid deeds and courage, of noble sacr- 
fices illuminating the darkness of the piciure, 
calling out the grandest phases of character 
Even in times of apparent failure im the 
struggle, there was high courage as to the ult- 
mate result, because it wae realised that the 
eause for which they fought was based on right 
and justice. The outlook now, thank God, is 
brightening greatly. and victory seems nearer 
now than at any time since the war began, and 
we may trust that the end is not far off, and 
that peace of a permanent character may be 
established. It is with more than ea mere senti- 
ment that we rejoice at the delivery of the Holy 
Land from the oppression of the Turk, and that 
far more has been achieved than ever the 
Crusades had ‘aimed at. In view of the sacri- 
fices that our splendid soldiers and sailors are 
making, should not we who owe our safety to 
them gladly forego many comforts in order to 
minister in some degree to their wants and to 
the help of those noble re who have de- 
voted themselves to the f of the esufferin 
wounded ? Having wow Bar. d to the death o 
Dean Patterson, the Bishop, speaking of finan

TREES IN CHURCHYARDS. 
TO THB EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—The tollowing notice, which 
in your issue of last Saturday, calla for some 
warning if a great deal of harm ie not to 
be done to our churches and churchyarde :— 

IRISH. PORESTRY SOCIETY.—The menthiy 
meeting of the Committee of the Irish Forestry 
Society was held at 5 Molesworth street, Dublin, 
on the 3rd inst., Professor A. Henry presiding 
Preliminary arrangements were mace for holding 
an Arbor Day celebration on Saturday, November 
2nd, and the fellowing resolution, proposed by the 
Marquis McSwiney, was approved and adopted, viz. 

That, in view of the interesting historica! fact 
recorded by Petrie, ‘that trees were a usual orna- 
ment in the immediate vicinity of the ancient Irish 
churches, and were often planted by the hand of the 
founders of those buildings,’ the clergy of all 
denomifiations be urged to promote xc“afforestlafion 
hy procuring the planting of trees by schoo! children 
in churchvards on Arior Day.’ 

I would urge “ the clergy of ail 
tions’ and our churchwardens to see that 
nothing in’ the shape of a forest tree be 
allowed to be planted in the.churchyards, more 
especially where the chúrc hyard is a burial 
place, and for these reasons 

(1) They are most detri: neue to the church 
buildings, and also to tomb-atones. The Jatier 
are very quickly disfigured by the drip from 
overhanging branches, and in time of storm 
trees are always in danger of being blown 
down or branches smashed off. 

Fa The roote of trees very quickly run into 
old gravee, and make new ones very. difficult 
to open. 

(3) The removal of large trees is always 
attended with great danger to buildings and 
torffb-stones. 

Some yoars ago a very handsome, variegated 
sycamore tree was blown down in the charch- 
yard here, and carried up. with ite roots the 
whole contents of one grave. 

If Arbor Day, 1918, turns out to be a great 
success from the point of view. of the Irish 
| Forestry Association, I am perfectly certain that 
the Churchmen and Churchwomen of two 
generations hence—more particularly the grave- 
diggers—will not rise np and call the mem-
